BM Arms Cache Trial 


THE trial of two British Movement members and a member of the National 
Front in which an arms cache was involved and arms easily obtained from people 
in the arms trade or collectors, had vindicated Searchlight’s consistent reports of 
such activities. At first there was a reluctance to accept our claims that the 
selected members of the various fascist groups in Britain had access to arms, and 
went on training exercises and attended secret camps. We believe that recent 
events have changed many people’s minds and that the authorities now take the 
matter seriously. 

Bearing in mind the thousands of racist stickers found inciting people to kill 
blacks it is clear that the Birmingham police have nipped in the bud what was 
ultimately planned to be a reign of racist terror in the area. What is sure is that the 
Birmingham cache is not the only one in existence and it is to be hoped that the 
police in other areas would have similar success in discovering them. 

The case is also another reason for supporting Searchlight. We were the only 
journal to reveal the BM connection in November 1979 when the arms charges 
were laid. 


To Ban or Not To Ban 


DURING January the National Front and Tyndall’s New National Front march- 
ed in Wolverhampton, West Bromwich and Birmingham. The councils, anti- 
racist groups and immigration organisations called on the Chief Constable to ban 
the demonstration. In Birmingham many leading trade unionists signed a petition 
along the same lines. But the Chief Constable took the position that since it was 
unlikely that the NF and NNF would raise large turnouts, he saw no reason why 
he should apply a ban that would also affect others, that public order was his sole 
concern not cost. 

But this is not the real issue. The time has come for Parliament to make the 
position clear and stop passing the buck. Chief Constables should not be left to 
make such assessments, and the sole criterion should be that no organisation that 
is racist should be allowed to march through our towns and cities. Mr David Win- 
nick MP said that the Home Office was seriously considering such a move, if so it 
is not before time. 


Nationality Act 


THE Nationality Act is without doubt racist in character, and as we pointed out 
last year, will bring Britain more into line with the French position, where anyone 
who is black has to make sure they have their documents on them at all times. 
This is not a requirement in Britain but will increasingly become so for blacks and 
Asians. It will also create a number of categories which could be used to create 
divisions in the black communities. 

Protests are mounting, and should be intensified. The British Council of Chur- 
ches has issued a statement condemning the proposed Act, five major church 
leaders in Greater Manchester have signed a petition to the Home Secretary voic- 
ing concern and the Labour Party have pledged to repeal it. But experience shows 
that it is better to ensure that a bad Act is not passed rather than to rely on future 
promises. That is why it is essential to give full support to the campaign against 
the Nationality Act.

NAZI QUARTERMASTER 


GETS 7 YEARS BUT WHO 
PROVIDED THE CASH? 


ON JANUARY 20th 1981, seven men were sentenced at Birmingham Crown Court for charges relating 
to arms, arson and conspiracy to incite racial hatred. Three of those men were active members of 
British Movement, the openly Nazi party; one was a member of the National Front, and the rest had 
little or no political connections but were involved in the arms trade in the Midlands. We describe 
some of the background to the case and of the neo-Nazis involved and explain why the discovery of 
this arms cache and the gaoling of these men is by no means the end of the story. For it is believed in 
some circles that not all the weapons were seized in that raid and that extreme right wing groups have 
arms stores in other parts of the country. Search/ight information confirms that this is the case. Nor 
does it follow that because Roberts was a member of BM that this was an operation masterminded by 
them. The co-ordination of paramilitary activities amongst Nazi groups is in the hands of others. 


BRITISH Movement activist Roderick 
(Rod) Roberts was sentenced to seven 
years after a week long trial at Birm- 
ingham Crown Court for 13 charges 
relating to possession of arms, arson 
and offences against the Race Rela- 
tions Act. Roberts had pleaded guilty 
to ten charges of possessing weapons 
including a sub-machine gun, an anti- 
riot gun, a2 mauser machine pistol and 
thousands of rounds of ammunition 
(see cover picture) and guilty to one 
charge of arson. Two separate trials 
were held for the charges of conspiracy 
to acquire a mauser pistol with Robert 
Giles, also a BM member, and con- 
spiracy to incite racial hatred, along 
with Harvey Stock, the third member 
of BM. He was found guilty by the jury 
on both these counts. 

Searchlight readers were among the first 
to read of Roberts’ arrest and political con- 
nections in November 1979 (Searchlight 
No.53) when the arms were discovered by 
police at his parents’ farm in Spetchley near 
Worcester. Since then, Roberts, who has 
not been disowned by BM and has appeared 
on their marches and stood as local council 
candidate whilst on bail, is now being por- 
trayed by them as being an odd character, a 
loner who is of little importance within the 
Organisation. But the facts do not bear this 
out. He was considered sufficiently impor- 
tant and trustworthy to be asked to provide 
a hiding place in his flat for the Ku Klux 
Klan leader David Duke in March 1978 and 
it was during Duke’s visit to the UK that 
evidence of availability of arms to local 
Nazis who were joint members of BM and 
NF emerged. According to internal sources 
who were present when Duke was driven to 
the farm, owned at that time by Robin 
Beauclaire, at Southam, Warwickshire, one 
particular member accompanying him as a 
bodyguard refused to take off his raincoat 
in the house because he had a weapon 
underneath. It was later claimed that it was 
a Koloshnikov, and if true is still missing.

Sometime between Autumn 1978 and the 
early part of 1979 a strange incident occur- 
red in the area of Cloverly and Shipley, 
Shropshire. A group of men in uniform 
told a licensee in a pub that they were a TA 
unit from Albrighton Barracks taking part 
in an exercise. A check made later showed 
that Albrighton had no such unit to fit the 
description. In view of claims made in the 
extreme right of paramilitary exercises in 
that area, there is a strong possibility that 
the group (8 in all) was a Column 88 unit. 

On April 20, 1979, Roberts’ flat was used 
as the venue for a Hitler birthday celebra- 
tion. Members of both the NF and BM were 
present, uniforms were worn and salutes 
were given to a portrait of Hitler as people 
entered the room. Police were called by 
neighbours who had seen men in uniform 
wearing armbands and waving a gun on the 
balcony, but only a cursory search was car- 
ried out because the gun turned out to bea 
replica (Searchlight 48). 

In August 1979 Roberts was given the 
responsibility of hiding Manfred Roeder, a 
leading German neo-Nazi, who had fled 
from Germany after receiving a prison 
sentence for his activities and had entered 
Britain illegally. Roberts was at that time 
under observation by Special Branch who, 
because they were by then well on the trail 
of his arms activities, had to led Roeder go. 

Roberts’ involvement in firearms deals 
can be traced back at least to early 1977 
when reports had begun to circulate on a 
flurry of activity in the West Midlands con- 
cerning arms. It was known that a number 
of BM and NF members had joined a 
shooting club about a year earlier and it was 
then that serious plans began to be made 
about storing arms. 

Roberts was also active in a war enact- 
ment club, as was Reginald Cox, who 
pleaded guilty to transferring weapons to 
Roberts. But it is not known if Roberts and 
Cox made contact through either of these 
activities. 

The first breakthrough for the police 
came when Cox, who has no known 
political connections, accidentally dropped 
a loaded hand gun in the Sir Harry pub in 
Birmingham and a woman working there 
called the police. Although at first no con- 
nections were made with Roberts, it is likely 
that Special Branch, who already had an in- 
terest in him, decided to take a closer look. 
_ Roberts was employed as a laboratory 
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technician at the Birmingham University 
Medical School and the Sir Harry was used 
regularly by members of staff. 

Roberts and Stock were arrested follow- 
ing an attack on a Job Centre in Birm- 
ingham, after they had failed to locate the 
Race Relations offices (when the leader of 
BM, Michael McLaughlin, was sentenced 
to 4 months in prison for offences under the 
Race Relations Act in October 1979, there 
was talk amongst BM members of revenge 
action against Race Relation offices). They 
used a smoke cartridge, which they put 
through the letter box, and sprayed ‘Jobs 
for Whites’ on the door. Thousands of anti- 
racist and anti-Semitic stickers were conse- 
quently found at their homes, and at 
Roberts’ flat police found a mauser pistol. 
West Mercia police were then asked to raid 
the premises belonging to Roberts’ parents 
at Spetchley, near Worcester, where most 
of the arms were discovered buried in a 
pigsty. 

Although Roberts was obviously trusted 
within BM circles, he was not the ‘‘Mr 
Big’’, the brains behind the operation. It is 
clear from the amount of arms found, plus 
those that may still be undiscovered, that 
there is someone else who is paymaster and 
organiser. 

Another member of British Movement, 
who was found guilty of conspiring with 
Roberts to obtain a mauser pistol, was 
Robert Giles. Giles is a fanatical Nazi who 
is also a member of the National Socialist 
Party (UK). He attended the fascist rally at 
Diksmuide in June 1980 and is pictured 
here in uniform. In a statement to the 
police, Giles is alleged to have said, ‘*I have 
been a collector of Third Reich militaria for 
the past ten years. I sincerely believe in the 
principles and teachings of National 
Socialism and my fiihrer, Adolf Hitler’’. 
He is also alleged to have told police that 
their enquiries were part of a Communist, 
“typically Jewish-inspired plot’’. Giles also 
pleaded guilty to a charge of carrying an of- 
fensive weapon — a flick knife — in a 
public place. He received an 18 month 
sentenced suspended for 2 years with pro- 
bation. 

Harvey Stock, the third member of BM, 
was sentenced to 2 years suspended for 2 
years with £300 costs on two charges of ar- 
son and conspiracy to incite racial hatred. 
Stock was formerly the press officer of the 
National Front, but was dismissed follow- 


ing Searchlight exposures that he was also a 
member of British Movement and was sell- 
ing Ku Klux Klan and Nazi material 

Jon Stokes was sentenced to 2 years after 
pleading guilty of 5 charges of theft from 
local gunmakers Webley and Scott, where 
he worked. Reginald Cox received a 3 year 
sentence for various charges relating to 
arms, and 5 years for sexual offences 
against young girls. Cox was manager of a 
firearms dealer at the time. Ian Gilmore, a 
part-time firearms dealer, was sentenced to 
2 years suspended for 2 years on arms 
charges; and Harold Simcox, a member of 
the National Front was sentenced to 18 
months suspended for 2 years with £250 
costs for 2 charges of possessing firearms 
and ammunition. 

During Stock’s trial, which lasted two 
days, he made it clear that he thought it was 
a political trial, and would have lost no op- 
portunity to harang the courtroom on the 
evils of immigration or the ‘‘curbing of free 
speech’’, had the judge not reminded him 
sharply each time to answer the questions 
he had been asked. 

The defence for both Roberts and Stock, 
who had both pleaded not guilty to conspir- 
ing to incite racial hatred, but guilty to put- 
ting a lighted smoke device through the 
doors of the Job Centre, attempted to pro- 
ve that the thousands of stickers that had 
been found in both their homes, were not 
intended for distribution because both men 
understood that this would infringe the 
Race Relations Act as it stood. Both had 
stated that they were waiting for the Tories 
to repeal the Act, and Roberts tried to 
maintain that most of them he found offen- 
sive anway. The stickers, many of which 
came from Ireland, were mostly of the 
‘*Pull a trigger on a nigger’’, ‘‘Death to nig- 
ger loving white slags’’ and ‘‘Asian shit get 
out of Britain or die’’ variety. The defence 
took Roberts through each sticker at one 
point and asked what he intended to do 
with them, whether to store, collect or 
distribute to other BM members or the 
public. But on Roberts’ own admission in 
his statement to the police, he had often 
been asked by people at work for stickers 
and he had given them whatever they 
wanted. 

In Stock’s home, police also found copies 
of the US Nazi paper Stormer, and a leaflet 
naming Stock as a UK distributor. Stock 
told the court he was thinking of placing an 
ad in British Tidings, the BM’s own paper, 
offering to sell copies to other BM 
members, but had not got around to sen- 
ding it off yet. 

The case against both men was most like- 
ly decided on the basis of their admitted ar- 
son attempt of 21 October 1979 when they 
sprayed ‘Jobs for Whites’ on the door of 
the Job Centre in Birmingham city centre, 
and their unashamed commitment to ex- 
treme racist politics. The judge once asked 
Roberts if he cared that black people could 
be frightened by his ideas and he shrugged 
his shoulders and replied, ‘‘Not really. I 
wish to show them the political facts’’. He 
also said that he had wanted to make some 
form of protest because he had become a 
little frustrated at that time, when the 
Tories had failed to repeal the Race Rela- 
tions Act or stop immigration. 
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LAST OCTOBER when their links with European 
terror groups were being widely publicised the League 
of St George began to panic. Reports reaching Sear- 
chlight suggested that much of their international cor- 
respondence had been thrown onto a bonfire. Happi- 
ly, like the phoenix so revered by the Nazis, a little of 
it seems to have risen from the ashes. Most of it con- 
cerns subscriptions to League Reviews, and a few ex- 
amples are reproduced in the following pages. They 
illustrate yet again how extensive are the League’s 
contacts with Nazis around the world. For reasons of 
space we cannot reproduce a good part of it — for in- 
stance the card index of foreign subscribers to League 
Review which has been sent to us. 

Searchlight has also recently obtained a contact list 
compiled by Column 88 which is marked ‘‘For 
Restricted Circulation’’. This list appears to be a little 
dated and to be rather a hotch-potch of organisations 
whom 88 like for various reasons. Consequently it in- 
cludes some organisations — like the Common 
Market Safeguards Campagin — who would clearly 
have nothing to do with them. As well as these 
however, are listed groups such as the Italian Ordine 


Nuovo and Avanguardia Nazionale — known to have 
been involved in bomb attacks and other terrorist ac- 
tions. 

Interestingly, a number of the west European 
groups included on the list began life as sections of 
the ‘Malmo Internationl’ in the 1950s, which tried to 
establish a Nazi ‘European Social Movement’ with 
national sections. Europe Korrespondenz was in fact 
a publication of the German Social Movement, and 
Folk og Land began life as an organ of the Norwegian 
Social Movement. At least three of the Italian groups 
listed — Ordine Nuovo, Avanguardia Nazionale and 
Lotta Politica — started as factions within the Italian 
Social Movement. The Austrian Social Movement, 
whose journal Europe Korrespondenz was edited by 
ex-Waffen SS member Arthur Erhardt, was known to 
be in particularly frequent contact with Oswald 
Mosley, whose Union Movement was the British sec- 
tion of the Malmo International. After a series of 
disagreements and splits, a number of these groups 
came together in the Swiss-based New European 
Order, of which, many believe, Column 88 is actually 
the current British section.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


LIVERPOOL-RACIST ATTACKS INCREASE 


Merseyside Community Relation Council has 
called a special meeting of community leaders to 
discuss a wave of racist attacks. These attacks 
have involved assaults by gangs of youths on 
young blacks, and petrol bombings, and have 
been especially prominent in the Edge Hill 
district. Among the incidents listed by CRC 
Chairman Wally Brown are: 


— A black man attacked by 5 whites in 
Netherley; 

— Racist graffiti and damage to cars in 
Netherley Dingle; 

— An elderly Jewish couple forced out of their 
home after 21 years because of continued 
racial harassment and National Front graffiti 
in Kensington; 

— A West Derby woman who had rats posted 
through her letter box, and swastikas painted 
on her door; 

— Petrol bombs thrown at one restaurant, and a 
death threat to the owner of a take away; 

— Reports of racist activity in several schools. 


Literature has been distributed by the British 
Movement, the National Socialist Party of the 
UK, and a newsheet claiming to co-ordinate Na- 
tionalist Youth activity circulated. 


MOSQUE ATTACKED AFTER FOOTBALL 
MATCH 


A gang of 200 youths attacked a mosque in 


NF’S NEW H 


Luton following a Boxing day Luton versus 
Chelsea match. Hundreds of moslems were at 
prayer in the mosque in Westbourne Road, when 
the gang, believed to be Chelsea fans, attacked, 
throwing bottles and stones. 

Mr Akbar Dad Khan, spokesman for the mos- 
que, said: ‘“This must be a warning to all groups 
that the racist organisations are succeeding in 
stirring up racialist violence among football 
crowds’’. Twenty men who broke into the mos- 
que led chants of ‘‘Sieg Heil’’ and waves of Nazi 
salutes among the crowd outside. In addition, 3 
Asian owned shops among a row of English own- 
ed shops were also attacked. Eleven people were 
arrested. 

Luton police denied that the attack had been 
racially motivated. A spokesman said it was an 
act of ‘‘spontaneous vandalism’’. 

Police promises to provide protection after 
future football matches have not reassured the 
local Asian community, and a protest meeting at- 
tended by 500 people has demanded that the 
Home Secretary set up a public enquiry into the 
attack. 


IRISH RUGBY TEAM TO VISIT 
APARTHEID STATE 


The Irish Rugby Football Union have decided to 
send a team to play in South Africa in May, 
despite criticism from the Irish Government and 
anti-racists. The decision follows a South 
African visit by the British Lions team and is 
likely to encourage the Welsh and English RFU’s 
to plan similar trips. Mr Donald Woods, former 
editor of the South African Daily Dispatch, 
described the Irish RFU as ‘‘remarkedly insen- 
sitive’’. It was a question, once again, of the 
black people of South Africa feeling that people 
over here were not sensitive to their situation, he 
said.

IRON BAR — TO SELL PAPERS 


Seventeen years old National Fronter Colin 
Fisher had an iron bar concealed under his jacket 
while selling the NF newsletter outside Fulham 
football ground. When police approached, he 
dropped the bar, and walked off. In court Fisher 
admitted the offence, but claimed that 3 men had 
called him ‘‘Nazi scum’’. Fisher, who has a 
previous conviction for possessing an offensive 
weapon, was sentenced to 12 hours at an atten- 
dance centre. 


CAMBRIDGE MP CONDEMNS BRITISH 
MOVEMENT 


Robert Rhodes-James, the Conservative MP for 
Cambridge, has sent the Home Office evidence 
on the activities of the British Movement there. 
A month ago staff and customers of the left wing 
Grapevine bookshop were attacked in Cam- 
bridge, and it was claimed that the BM were 
responsible. Mr Rhodes-James said ‘‘Though 
everyone has the democratic right to hold 
meetings and marches there are certain aspects of 
the British Movement which will cause con- 
siderable distress to a number of people’’. Dur- 
ing his election campaign, Mr Rhodes-James 
refused to share a platform with a National 
Front candidate. 


SHEFFIELD-ASIANS IN FEAR 


The Asian community in Sheffield has faced in- 
creasing attacks from extreme right wing groups 
over the last 6 months. Mr Aktar Kayani, 
secretary of the Sheffield Asian Welfare Associa- 
tion, addressing a meeting of the Anti-Nazi 
League, said that the Asian community was no 
longer prepared to sit back and do nothing. 

Mr Kayani, who lives in the Sharrow area, and 
whose 2 young sons have been attacked, gave 
details of assualts which have taken place. 
Recently, for example, an Asian man in a pub on 
Abbeydale Road was ordered to leave by 4 men, 
who told him ‘‘Blacks can’t drink here’’. In the 
fight which followed, the man managed to 
disarm one of his attackers, who tried to knife 
him. Anti-Nazi League members in Sheffield 
plan a mass leafletting campaign in the city cen- 
tre, schools, and football grounds, and a series 
of Rock Against Racism concerts. 


‘“‘NATIONAL FRONT WAITING FOR 
CHAOS”’ 


A man who stood as a parliamentary candidate 
for the National Front at the last election has left 
the party in disgust. John King, 23, claims that it 
has been taken over by violent extremists 
motivated by anarchy. He is urging other re- 
maining supporters to follow his example. He 
said that ‘‘ordinary and moderate people’’ who 
contested constituencies throughout Kent for the 
NF have been replaced by extremists. 

Mr King, who was, until recently, the Party’s 
Kent regional organiser, said, in an interview: ‘‘J 
became frightened with what was happening and 
could no longer associate myself with what has 
become a Party of fanatics’’, he said. ‘‘ They are 
no longer interested in contesting elections — 
they are just waiting for the country to get 
chaotic enough and then they will use all means 
possible to get some sort of power’’. 

The National Front had a paid up membership 
of 20 in the Ashford area, but they have all quit 
as well. ‘‘To all intents and purposes the Na- 
tional Front does not exist any longer in Kent’’, 
he said. ‘‘The Party’s national directorate in 
London, which could soon be taken over by kids 
as young as 16, may claim its still alive in the 
country but only on paper as almost everyone 
has dissociated themselves now’’. 

The Party’s former Ashford candidate, Ken- 
neth Mckilliam, has also quit and has now joined 
John Tyndall’s New National Front. 


MOSLEY — 
THE MAN 


DESTINED 
TO BE A 
LOSER > 


SIR OSWALD MOSLEY was regard- 
ed by many of his contemporaries as a 
brilliant and gifted politician who 
somehow wandered down the wrong 
path. As a rising young star on the 
political horizon, following his election 
as Conservative MP for Harrow in 
1918, he was seen as a future Tory 
leader. And when he became disen- 
chanted with the Conservatives he was 
then hailed as a future leader of the 
Labour Party. Describing his speech at 
the 1930 Labour Party Conference 
Fenner Brockway wrote: ‘‘I have never 
seen or heard such an ovation at a 
Labour Party Conference’’. 


Amongst those he dazzled were Nye 
Bevan, Harold Laski, John Strachey, 
Beatrice Webb, Harold MacMillan, Harold 
Nicolson and Oliver Stanley. When Mosley 
decided to launch a party of nationalists 
(the New Party), following the rejection of 
his memorandum for economic recovery by 
the Labour Party in 1931, he hoped they 
would join him. Some did, notably 
Strachey and Nicolson, but within months 
all except Nicolson had broken with him as 
it became increasingly clear that Mosley was 
really paving the way for the creation of a 
fascist party. In fact by June that year 
Harold Nicolson’s diary notes that ‘‘The 
New Party... did not know what it collec- 
tively believed in. Its policy on the current 
economic crisis was clear enough but 
beyond that there was no more than an of- 
fer of leadership’’. It then refers to 
‘‘Mosley’s imposition of his personal 
authority, his impatience with the 
democratic process’’. Nicolson’s entry for 
July 17, 1931 reads: ‘IJ think that Tom 
(Mosley) at the bottom of his heart really 
wants a fascist movement . . . The whole 
thing is on thin ice.”’ 

On January 2, 1932 Mosley and Nicolson 
went to Rome to look at fascism first hand 
and meet Mussolini. In his diary entry for 
January 5 Harold Nicolson records that 
Mosley talked to him about his impressions 
and they discussed organisation. ‘‘He 
believes we should have two categories: one 
the Nupa clubs (New Party Youth Move- 
ment), and the other, Young England 
clubs. The latter would be wholly un- 


political. The former would correspond to 
the SS organisation of the Nazis’’. 

By April 19 the New Party was to all in- 
tents finished and Mosley, having rejected 
approaches from both the Conservative and 
Labour parties, announced his intention to 
co-ordinate all the existing fascist groups 
with Nupa to form a central fascist body 
under his leadership. At which point 
Nicolson withdrew his support. In 1933 the 
British Union of Fascists had started to 
grow, and their uniform, drum corp, flags 
and banners were part of what Mosley con- 
sidered essential trappings to attract the 
working class. In 1931 he had written: “‘. .. 
the working class have practically no sense 
of being ridiculous in the way we (the 
bourgeoisie) have, and their very drab lives 
give them a great thirst for colour and 
drama’’. 

Mosley’s colour was his blackshirts and 
his drama their wearers’ thuggery to their 
opponents, particularly the Jews. Despite 
his attempts to deny that he was really anti- 
Semitic following his ‘retirement’, his pre- 
war party papers, Action and Blackshirt left 
little to the imagination. 

Following a march through the East End 
of London at which the then BUF Director 
of Propaganda William Joyce spoke, 
Blackshirt September 20, 1935 records him 
saying: ‘‘International Jewish finance has 
always caused war, always profited by it. 
Jewry seeks to involve Germany that we be 
slaughtered in a Jewish quarrel’’. In Action 
December 26, 1936 in an article ‘‘Glossary 
of Yellow Newspaper Terms’’ the following 
definition appears: ‘‘Minorities, rights of: 
Protection of Jewish vested interests. Not 
to be applied to Armenians, Assyrians, 


Anatolians and other Gentiles and par- - 


ticularly the Germans in Czechoslavakia’’. 

But Mosley’s telegram to the notorious 
pathologically anti-Semitic Nazi leader 
Streicher in May 1935 showed his personal 
position quite clearly. ‘‘Dear Herr, 
Streicher, I thank you very much for your 
telegram regarding my speech in Leicester, 
which arrived in London during my 
absence. I value this message of yours, in 
the midst of our great fight, greatly. The 
might of Jewish corruption must be over- 
come in all great countries before the future

of Europe can be assured in justice and 
peace. Our fight is a difficult one, our vic- 
tory certain. Thank you. Yours very 
faithfully, Mosley’’. 

In 1936, a few days after the memorable 
events of Cable St. where hundreds of 
thousands mobilised to stop Mosley’s 
fascists marching through Jewish areas of 
the East End, he went to Berlin for talks 
with Hitler and whilst there secretly married 
his second wife, Diana, with the Goebbels 
as witnesses. Hitler later entertained the 
Mosley’s at a dinner to which most of the 
Nazi top brass were invited. 

But despite all the acclaim for Mosley’s 
brilliance he proved to be a three time loser. 
His demagogy was not enough to obscure 
that behind his posturing and strutting 
around in uniform, his British Union of 
Fascists aimed to shackle and subjugate the 
Labour Movement, institute racism and 
emulate those he admired most, Hitler and 
Mussolini. 

When war broke out in 1939, he was in- 
terned under regulation 18B but was releas- 
ed to a storm of protest in 1943 on the 
grounds of ill-health. There were many who 
thought that his health was nowhere near as 
bad as the countless victims of Nazism. 

After the war, Mosely attempted a 
political comback through Union Move- 
ment but he met with tremendous opposi- 
tion wherever he went. He finally decided 
to ‘withdraw’ from political strife and with 
his typical arrogance waited in his Paris 
home for a call from the British people to 
come back to lead a government of the best 
brains from all walks of life under his 
leadership. 

Many people tended to discount Mosley 
in his later years but behind the scenes he 
and Diana remained involved with the ex- 
treme right revival in the 1970’s and is 
believed to have been helpful to those who 
sought to re-write the history of the Nazi 
era and the holocaust. 

To the very end Sir Oswald Mosley 
believed he had a destiny to fulfill as a 
leader but it had to be on his terms. For so- 
meone who had so much praise heaped 
upon him for his intellectual brilliance, he 
died a man who made a series of monumen- 
tal miscalculations — and a fascist. 
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WHAT THEIR 
PAPERS SAY | 


IT WAS inevitable really. After all the fuss 
last year in the National Front, with Tyn- 
dall stomping off in one direction, others 
going with Mr Fountaine in a fit of equal pi- 
que and Martin Webster saying good rid- 
dance to the lot of you, sooner or later we 
had to come to the Matters of Principle. 
Even fascists find it a bit unseemly to at- 
triute political decisions, like the tendering 
of resignations or the establishment of new 
parties, to grouses and grumps with former 
chums. Sooner or later it’s got to be the 
Matter of Principle. Or the Great Idea. Or 
better still, the two rolled into one. 

The first shots in the Great Idea/Princi- 
ple debate come from the National Front, 
whose purpose in life is explained by Chair- 
man Andrew Brons in National Front News 
of November/December. Not one to 
believe that it takes all sorts to make a 
world, Mr Brons explains that ‘‘there are 
two types of people in the world: anvils and 
hammers’’. That having been settled, he 
declares that ‘‘the National Front was not 
brought into being to serve as an anvil. We 
exist to act as a hammer’’. 

National Front News barely gives a hint 
of what the party blacksmiths (or, more 
literally speaking, whitesmiths) are ham- 
mering out on their battered anvils. All it 
mentions, amongst the usual racist and 
anti-Semitic nonsense, is that the party is 
committed ‘‘to pursue a more racial line of 
opposition to ‘Right Wing’ economic 
policies and to all forms of Capitalism — 
national and international — which en- 
danger the survival of the British race and 
nation’’. A more radical line . . . Are we 
getting warm? Are we nearly there? About 
to confront the Great Idea/Principle? 

Not yet. National Front News, with its 
limited quota of four unpleasant pages, 
doesn’t quite have the room. After all it’s 
got to show the required number of photos 
of NF bigwigs speaking into microphones, 
and glum skinheads carrying placards, as 
well as large headlines about ‘Paki Bashing’ 
and other matters (‘Jobs: The Situation 
Looks Blacker’ is one of the more subtle ef- 
forts). 

It’s in New Nation, portentously describ- 
ed as the ‘‘Quarterly Journal of the Na- 
tional Front’’, that the real meat comes. 
The second issue, Autumn 1980, carries on 
where the first issue left off, with its mix- 
ture of nuttiness, intellectual pretentions 
and just plain nastiness. Plus, now, the 
New Development. 

But before we get to that, perhaps we 
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should sample some of the older, nore 
traditional fare on offer in New Nation. 
Like all fascist publications which are writ- 
ten by Intellectuals (although its editor now 
signs himself as plain Mr Verrall, ommitting 
his B.A. degree, of which he was so proud 
in Spearhead days), New Nation makes a 
big deal out of theories on Race. And so we 
have the start of a multi-episode serial in 
which ‘‘New Nation will be examining 
British Roots, the ethnic history of the peo- 
ple of the British Isles’’. 

In this first offering of the saga we are in- 
troduced to ‘‘the earliest racial history of 
Europe’’, with special attention given to the 
‘Nordids’, ‘Mediterranids’ and ‘Alpinids’ 
(it seems to be quite the fashion amongst 
modern fascist Intellectuals to go a bundle 
over the ‘Nordids’, rather than the ‘Nor- 
dics’ praised by the fuddy-duddies of 
yesteryear). Anyway we learn how the Nor- 
dids emerged as a separate race, complete 
with long heads, and some of them, for 
obscure reasons, became ‘‘dynamic, war- 
rior Indo-Europeans’’ because they were 
‘‘blond, high-skulled Nordid types’’. 
Anyway not to worry, by the end of the 
piece we are assured (to the relief of all the 
fascist readership) that ‘‘Blond Nordids 
figure largely among the British people of 
today’’. 


* * * 


HOWEVER, the real historical business 
really gets going in a piece whose title tells 
its own story: ‘‘The Corruption of Taste: 
Part 1: The Jews in Art’’. God knows what 
the following parts will be like, but they’ll 
have quite a job to match the opening bit. 

It doesn’t take long for New Nation’s 
resident art historian to get into his stride (a 
firm goose-step, to be precise) and declare 
that there has been no genuine ‘‘ Jewish 
art’’ because ‘“‘basic inspiration and con- 
ception of peace and tranquility does not 
seem throughout history ever to have ex- 
isted in the turbulent Jewish mind’’. 
Restricting himself to these themes of high 
culture (“‘it is not proposed to analyse why 
nobody loves the Jews’’), the author has 
one or two definite opinions. 

We are introduced to “‘the real poverty of 
typical Jewish art’’ which consistently 
shows nothing but ‘‘vulgarity, gross over- 
elaboration, impurity of line’’. In fact, the 
man of culture quickly turns into sharp 
social observer in order to comment that 


“today one can find this typical Jewish 
taste for excess carried even further in the 
plush flats of Golders Green where shine 
and glitter proclaim the ultimate in vulgar 
emancipation’’. 

It’s not here that we are likely to find the 
new Idea/Principle, for this sort of stuff is 
only the old Idea/Principle thumped out a 
bit more explicitly and with a dangerously 
increasing ill-humour. So are the continued 
references to the Holocaust as ‘‘a stupen- 
dous propaganda hoax created for the pur- 
pose of numbing Gentiles’ critical faculties 
and sense of justice’’, and to be dismissed, 
with a dismay of fine cultural sensitivity, as 
a soap story. 

We get nearer to the Great Debate with 
an article by Derek Holland entitled 
‘Freemasonry: On the Level?’ The 
question-mark in the title, of course, is the 
sign that we are embarking upon a matter 
of great controversy, the like of which 
hasn’t been seen for many a full moon. Mr 
Holland kicks off, mindful of his momen- 
tous task: ‘‘During the early decades of the 
twentieth century, a full and controversial 
debate arose in the European political arena 
concerning the nature and objectives of the 
institution of Freemasonry’’. The upshot of 
this debate was that ‘‘Radical Nationalists’’ 
(fascists to you and me) decided not to 
touch the rolled-up-trouser-leg brigade with 
a bargepole ‘‘on the grounds that the doc- 
trines and aims of Nationalism and 
Freemasonry were fundamentally and in- 
trinsically incompatible’’. 

Well, time passes and even Radical Na- 
tionalists allow themselves to be distracted 
from the great tasks in hand: ‘‘Curiously, 
with the passing of the Second World War 
into the annuals of history, that lively 
debate not only declined but disappeared 
almost entirely from public view’’. 
However, you can’t keep a good idea down, 
and up pops Mr Holland with all sorts of in- 
formation about Blue Masonry, Entered 
Apprentices, Sovereign Pontiffs of Univer- 
sal Masonry and Higher Rites. 

It seems that the masons from the Royal 
Arch Mason downwards adhere to ‘‘the 
philosophy of World Revolution’’, and we 
must ask just exactly ‘‘how patriotic are all 
Masonic patriots?’’ After a bit of huffing 
and puffing Mr Holland announces that 
“the methods and objectives of the Craft 
are in direct opposition to those of the Na- 
tional Front . . . Despite the good intentions 
of the many honourable and patriotic men 
who make up the rank and file of the Craft, 


it must be said that Grand Lodge Masonry, 
just like Grand Orient, is subversive and 
must be fought’’. 

It was inevitable that Mr Holland’s lively 
debate would end this way, once he had 
sneaked in a devastating quotation which 
admitted that ‘‘Masonry is a Jewish institu- 
tion’’. Not that the quote was really 
necessary: ‘‘Indeed, any relatively educated 
layman presented with a bizarre ritual 
replete with Temples of Solomon, the 
Sanhedrin and Jehovah Jahbulon would be 
able to deduce a similar Hebraic origin for 
himself’. And that means (Q.E.D. and 
proven beyond all possible doubt) that 
Masonry is ‘‘thoroughly alien and divorced 
from European thought’’. 

Searchlight readers at this point might be 
scratching their heads and wondering what 
all this nonsense about Freemasonry has to 
do with the Great Idea/Principle. Patience, 
please, all will be revealed in good time. But 
now let’s turn a few pages of New Nation to 
come to something which is a bit more ob- 
viously recognisable as a Great Debate. 


* * * 


HERE we have Martin Webster picking up 
his hammer in order to hit a few well chosen 
nails slap bang on the head. He calls for a 
‘‘sustained programme of ideological 
development’’ and declares that ‘‘we need 
to address our minds to the areas of 
ideology and policy which the party has 
either neglected or fudged’’. Ah, that’s 
more like it — now we’re getting to the 
point. 

The new developments have nothing to 
do with race or the discovery of new sub- 
breeds of Nordids, Southids or Westids. 
Nor have they anything to do with anti- 
Semitism. Those old favourites must be 
allowed to continue without impediment. 
No, in Mr Webster’s view, ‘“‘the greatest 
amount of work which we have to do lies in 
the field of economic and social policy’’. 

It’s all about the development of the 
more radical form of Nationalism and this 
means a change or two: ‘‘I believe that the 
time has come for the National Front to 
eliminate from its thinking the traditional 
‘Right Wing’ idea that among its objectives 
is the salvation of Capitalism’’. Here we 
have it: ‘‘Capitalism, so far from being a 
natural or potential ally of a movement like 
the National Front, is as deadly an enemy as 
Communism’’. 

And there follows a spirited attack on 
Capitalism (as the cause of immigration and 
various other things that peeve Mr 
Webster), leading to the declaration that 
‘‘now we have a movement whose member- 
ship is predominatly (though not wholly) 
Working Class in background’’. The mid- 
dle class, as servants of capitalism, have no 
interest in radical movements such as the 
NF (‘‘the self-interest of the Middle Class 
today does not accord with patriotism’’) 
and therefore ‘‘it is quite natural that the 
bulk of the NF’s support both in terms of 
membership recruitment and in voting 
should come from the Working Class and 
from what is called the ‘Lower Middle 
Class’.’’ It is up to the National Front to 


become the party of the White Working 
Class which ‘‘seems to have a higher quo- 
tient of common sense and _ instinctive 
patriotism than exists in the Middle Class. 

One should note the little shift of em- 
phasis just as Mr Webster is hoisting high 
the red flag of racial socialism; suddenly it’s 
not just all horny handed sons of toil stan- 
ding together, but there’s the lower-middle- 
class comrades as well. Then there’s a few 
words for the ‘‘small businessman’’ which 
are echoed by a piece from Chairman 
Brons. According to Mr B. ‘“‘private enter- 
prise is justly praised for providing a profit 
motive for industry’? and he argues that 
“the inequalities to be found among men 
will necessarily lead to inequalities in 
weath’’. Sharp-eyed observers will have 
noted that he doesn’t even bother to con- 
sider inequalities amongst women. 

Now, if much of this seems to have been 
said before by less radical nationalists, there 
is one difference. Tucked away in 
Webster’s article is a tribute to Otto 
Strasser, who, we are told, was a personal 
friend of the first chairman of the National 
Front. Mr Webster also kindly reminds his 
readers that Otto Strasser was an early 
member of the German Nazi Party ‘‘but 
broke away from it in the belief that 
Hitler’s solicitation of funds from German 
industrialists was leading him to betray Na- 
tional Socialist principles’’. 

Is there here an attempt to repeat history 
with the National Front leaving the path of 
Hitler to follow the deviation of Strasser? 
Has Webster publicly broken with the 
slavish adoration for the Fiihrer which he 
has shown since his early days in the Na- 
tional Socialist Movement? Is there here the 
momentous unfolding of Great Ideas and 
Principles? One man, at least, thinks that 
the answer to all these questions is a resoun- 
ding yes, yes, yes.

JUDGING by December’s Spearhead, 
John Tyndall has been keeping a watchful 
eye on the radical goings on at New Nation. 
And we are not amused. Well, almost not 
amused. Calling for debate ‘‘in a manly 
fashion’’ and declaring that ‘‘it is perhaps 
best that the record is put straight’’, Mr 
Tyndall tells us that his valiant stand 
against all things homosexual has been in- 
terpreted as, heaven above, ‘“‘a sinister plot 
hatched by freemasons’’. On yes, indeed : 
‘*] myseif am supposed to have been in- 
ducted into the masonic lodges . . . and am 
alleged to have fallen under masonic in- 
fluence’’. 

And for a brief moment, perhaps for the 
first time in his unfortunate life, Mr Tyn- 
dall was about to see the funny side of 
something: ‘‘My first inclination is to fall 
about laughing at this quite childish gib- 
berish’’. But fiihrers mustn’t get fits of gig- 
gles, especially when behaving in a manly 
fashion, and so, seriously, we must ‘‘get the 
freemasonry issue into proper perspective’’. 

So that was what all the Freemasonry 
nonsense was about. A little bit of personal 
back-biting dressed up in the most 
elaborate of conspiracy theories, giving Mr 
Tyndall the opportunity to lay down the 


Principles of Masonry. And again the 
authority of the first chairman of the NF is 
invoked; he ‘‘was as well informed on the 
history of masonry as almost anyone’’ — so 
there! And he knew that the ‘‘average lodge 
member’’ was a good sort — so there, 
again! ‘‘The whole idea is ludicrous’’. 
Game, set and match. 

In fact, concludes Mr Tyndall, this 
freemasonry stuff is a plot dreamt up by a 
‘masonry of sexual perverts’: ‘‘no doubt if 
the perverts and pederasts can get the 
freemasons and non-freemasons fighting 
amonst themselves, that will be highly con- 
venient for the perverts and pederasts’’. 

The whys and wherefores of 
Freemasonry are only the warm up for the 
real battle of Principles, as Spearhead has 
Mr T. ‘‘examining an unwelcome trend’’, 
to the accompaniment of a photo of the 
great man, certainly not about to give us a 
belly laugh. The Principle/Idea/No- 
tion/Shibboleth (all favourite words this 
month) to be attacked is ‘‘Infantile Lef- 
tism’’, perhaps better called ‘‘National 
Trotskyism’’. 

Maybe some of the more frivolous 
fascists may not have grasped the real 
meaning of New Nation’s radicalism, says 
Mr T.; in fact, its ‘‘significance could only 
be recognised by those such as myself’’, 
who really know ‘‘how strongly bolshevik 
sentiments prevail among some of those 
who set themselves up as the ideological 
conscience of the party’’. 

Why, bless my soul, many have been the 
occasions that these elements have accused 
Mr T. himself of being ‘‘anti-Working 
Class’’ and ‘‘I well recall thinking that the 
language they were speaking was worthy of 
the Militant Tendency or the SWP’’. Some 
of these young whippersnappers even began 
to doubt what ‘‘the precise asset of 
Aristocracy and Inheritance’’ was. Just like 
the damned commies they were ‘‘im- 
placably hostile to Aristocracy and a pro- 
sperous and secure Middle Class’’. 

After all, who needs this pinkish 
bunkum: ‘‘It is my observation that the 
average British working man’’ (working 
women don’t get a look in, of course) 
‘‘does not resent the social and economic 
divide that separates him from Gentry and 
Bourgeoisie’. No, this ‘‘leftward drift in 
the National Front’’ is just ‘‘the bellow of 
the yahoo brigade that is attracted to 
rebellion for rebellion’s sake’’. When Mr 
T’s dander is well and truly up, there’s no 
stopping him as he goes on about New Na- 
tion’s ‘‘natural spiritual kindship’’ with 
“‘the dregs and dreg-values because that is 
the realm in which one can be an inade- 
quate and still be a little king (or queen)’’. 

Some of these dregs (and we can pro- 
bably detect the anger melting away into 
tearful dismay) have ‘‘a resentment and 
hatred of anyone and everyone capable of 
founding and running a_ successful 
business’’. 

Let’s stop it there for the moment. The 
Great Debate seems to have degenerated a 
bit. By next month the participants should 
have recovered their composure and we can 
be treated to another fine Intellectual Ex- 
change of Lofty Ideas and High-Minded 
Ideals.

SPAIN 


Fascist leader 
shot dead 


JUAN IGNACIO GONZALES 
RAMIREZ, the 28-year-old leader of 
the Fuente de la Juventud (Fountain of 
Youth), has been shot dead in Madrid 
outside his home. 

The Youth Front originated as a more ex- 
treme split from Spain’s main fascist 
organisation, FUERZA NUEVA (New 
Force). Ramirez had been involved in a 
number of terrorist attacks on left wingers. 

After attending his funeral mass, fascist 
youths threw Molotov cocktails at police 
and smashed cafe windows. Elsewhere in 
the city supporters of Ramirez attacked 
students in the law faculty at Madrid 
University. Police detained 27 rightists after 
these incidents. 


Journalist held 
for trial 


A SPANISH journalist, Xavier Vinander, 
is being held in jail awaiting trial on charges 
of causing the murder of two men he’d 
named in an exposé of the connections bet- 
ween fascists and police in the Basque coun- 
try. After the Basque separatist ETA had 
assassinated the two men, the Fuerza Neuva 
(which had been accused of involvement in 
terrorist activities in the articles), demanded 
that criminal proceedings be taken against 
Vinander. He fled the country but recently 
decided to return and voluntarily surrender 
himself to the authorities. 


French terrorists 
and the 
Spanish Police 


ONE OF THE far-right hit teams operating 
across the border in the South of France 
and suspected of enjoying the collusion of 
the Spanish secret police appeared in a 
French court in mid-December accused of 
the murder of a Basque exile. 

The four men were caught by French 
police after a shooting in September. A 
police inspector had noticed that a number 
of murders in the Basque coast region coin- 
cided with their presence in the area. They 
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The four men allegedly working for the 
Spanish Secret Police, caught in a Biarritz 
casino after they had shot dead a Basque 
political exile. 


were picked up in the casino at Biarritz. 

In their hotel police found three 
detonators, thirty-five rounds of Spanish 
9mm ammunition identical to that used in 
the attack, and a comprehensive list of 
names, addresses, car numbers and other 
information of Basque exiles living in the 
region. The list was in the handwriting of 
Maxine Szonek, a 43 year-old Frenchman 
and the group’s leader. The others accused 
are Henri Berges, the gang’s driver from 
Bordeaux, Marc Obedia a Morrocan living 
in Bordeaux, and Jean-Claude Ruiz an 
Algerian living in Alicante. 

A third Frenchman, Jacques Debassa 
from Bordeaux escaped and is sheltering in 
Spain. The two Arabs are thought to be 
professional hit-men hired for the job, but 
the Frenchmen appear to be right-wingers 
who are rather more politically motivated. 
The men were paid 90,000 pesetas a month 
(about 3 times the average wage). 


FRANCE 


Paris students 
attacked 


23 PEOPLE were injured during a 
December attack by the Grupe Union 
Défense on students at Nanterre University. 


The attack followed a GUD announcement 
that it intended to ‘‘clean up the faculties’’. 
The rightists were pursued to the nearby 
train station where a fight with stones from 
the railway track ensued. Police arrested 27 
GUD members. 

The Grupe, based in the faculty of law at 
the University of Paris, had previously at- 
tacked a student Communist meeting in 
November. 


ITALY 


Fascist murdered 


LUCA PERUCCI, an 18-year-old fascist 
medical student, has been shot dead by 
members of the NAR (Armed Revolu- 
tionary Nuclei), the Italian fascist terrorist 
organisation. Perucci, a member both of 
the main fascist organisation, the MSI, and 
of another group, Third Position, had been 
questioned by police after the Bologna 
massacre. Claiming responsibility for his 
murder, the NAR declared that they had 
**sealed the lips of a traitor’’. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Terrorist attacks 


THE office of Frans Maritz, a South 
African professor at Pretoria University, 
has been bombed by the white terrorist 
organisation, the Wit Komando. The 
bombers announced that they had carried 
out the act because Maritz was an 
‘*Afrikaner traitor’’. Other bomb attacks 
have recently been made against other white 
academics. 


GERMANY 


Gunrunner murders 


Swiss border guards 


ON CHRISTMAS EVE Frank Schubert, a 
23-year-old German ultra-rightist, shot 
dead two Swiss border guards and then kill- 
ed himself. Shorly afterwards, a 16-year-old 
Swiss youth was arrested. Police believe 
that Schubert had come to Switzerland to 
obtain weapons for West German right- 
wing extremists. The youth, not involved in 
the shootings, is being held on suspicion of 
trying to send arms out of the country.

War criminal dies 


GRAND Admiral Karl Doenitz, last 
leader of Hitler’s Third Reich, has died 
of heart failure. 5,000 people attended 
his funeral, including two officers who 
defied the Defence Minister’s instruc- 
tions that no Serviceman should attend 
in uniform. Among the wreaths sent 
was one from Rudolf Hess, Hitler’s 
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W. German army officer who defied the orders of the Defence Ministry and wore his 


former deputy, who is held in Spandau 
prison. 

The neo-Nazi National Democractic Par- 
ty described Doenitz as a ‘‘model officer’’. 
The Admiral, who ruled Germany for 23 
days after Hitler’s suicide, was sentenced to 
10 years imprisonment at the Nuremburg 
trials for war crimes and crimes against 
peace. 


French CP 
split over 
racism 


THE leading French anti-racist organisation 
MRAP (Movement against racism and for 
friendship amongst people) has sharply criticised 
the Communist party following an incident in the 
Paris suburb of Vitry, where the CP mayor, driv- 
ing a bulldozer, led a group of party members on 
a rampage through a hostel for 300 black im- 
migrants. 

George Marchais, Communist Party General 
Secretary and presidential candidate, has includ- 
ed a demand for the halting of immigration as 
one of his campaign points, despite the fact that 
immigration has been effectively stopped from 
some time and that anti-racist bodies have been 
concerned about what has been seen as a growing 
drive to repatriate migrant workers. 

The largest trade union centre, the CGT, 
which is CP led, has also condemned the inci- 
dent, as has France’s second largest union, the 
CFDT. Many members of the CP have expressed 
anger and disgust, some going as far as resigning, 
despite the ‘‘explanation’’ that what happened 
was a reaction to neighbouring right wing coun- 
cils forcing migrant workers into already crowd- 
ed communist led areas. 

Critics have claimed that both Marchais in his 
presidential campaign and such actions at local 
level are indications of vote catching popularism 
— a dangerous manifestation in view of the re- 
cent increase in racism and anti-Semitism in 
France. 


International rally against Nazism 


THE RECENT re-launch of the Anti-Nazi 
League was marked by an International 
Rally against Nazism held in London on 
December 13th. On the platform were 
speakers from France, Germany and Italy 
— all countries which have recently ex- 
perienced the horror of Nazi bomb 
outrages. 

From Bologna came Giovanni Favilli, a 
senior member of the city council, who 
berated the Italian authorities for refusing 
to heed judge Mario Amato who after in- 
vestigating the far right warned of an im- 
pending Nazi atrocity, and was himself later 
gunned down by the NAR. 

Leo Heinneman, representing an 
organisation of former concentration camp 
inmates won a huge ovation for his declara- 
tion that he would never stop battling 
against fascism. For the ANL, the meeting 
was addressed by Miriam Karlin and Tony 
Benn. In the audience sat the parents of two 
British students killed in the Nazi bomb at- 
tack on Bologna railway station. 

The most controversial speaker was Jean- 
Pierre Grene from the French Autonomous 
Federation of Police Unions, who like Tony 
Benn, faced hecklers from the moment he 
rose to his feet. His speech however, was 
uncompromising and probably an eye- 
opener for many who had come to the 
meeting with deep reservations about a 


police representative being invited to ad- 
dress an ANL event. 

Tackling the question of racism in the 
police force, he attributed it squarely to two 
things’ the ‘‘intolerable’’ lack of emphasis 
on civil and human rights in the training of 
police officers and ‘‘structural racism and 
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Tony Benn talking at the ANL rally. 


the crisis . . . in other words, state racism’’. 
These he argued were the main factors 
underlying the sorts of racist attacks — of 
which he gave instances — which police of- 
ficers had recently been involved in. 

He also had harsh words for the lack of 
zeal shown by the French authorities in pro- 
secuting Nazi outrages: ‘‘The killers of 
Curiel, of Pierre Goldmann, those who 
have tried to attack Curiel’s widow, those 
who have bombed the offices of democratic 
organisations — they are still free! The 
crimes committed by French and foreign 
Nazis have strangely gone unpunished. The 
existence of certain Nazi activists in the 
police has now been established and admit- 
ted by the Minister of the Interior’’. 

The recent congress of the Autonomous 
Federation, which represents 75% of 
France’s 100,000 police officers, voted 
unanimously to ‘‘engage in the difficult but 
necessary struggle against racism. It is a 
question of honour’’. 

“*Fascism’’ he declared, ‘‘is public enemy 
number one. It is our duty to fight it 
everywhere . . . no one must forget the re- 
cent past when racism led to the extermina- 
tion of millions of men and women. . .’’ 

As ANL secretary Paul Holborrow 
remarked, it is a pity that people like James 
Jardine of the Police-Federation were not in 
the audience that night.

REBUILDING THE ANTI-NAZI LEAGUE 


CARF interviews Peter Hain, ANL Press Officer 


@CARF: The ANL is_ being 
rebuilt. Why now and along 
what lines? 


Hain: | think it’s a question of relaunching 
it because the threat from the Nazis and 
from the racists in general, is much more 
visible and much more evident in terms of 
street violence and attacks and has built up 
over the last few months. It’s more a ques- 
tion of rallying again the political forces 
that swept behind the ANL in 77-79 and 
alerting them to the problem which none of 
us ever really tackled — that the NF and 
their followers have not gone away. I think 
it’s going to be different from the last time 
— there isn’t the same political climate as in 
77-79 when the ANL was able to take off on 
the basis of big spectacular events and 
sweep in whole new constituencies, par- 
ticularly urban working class youth behind 
it. The climate has changed and in a sense 
become harder, now the shift of gear 
among the Nazis and racist groups towards 
more overt and direct violence (although 
some of it is clandestine) demands a dif- 
ferent response. — 

The other thing about 77-79 is that it was 
characterised by a political vacuum on the 
left, the Labour Government was in power, 
the left was largely demoralised in a 
political and in an industrial sense, whereas 
now there are clear signs of an upswing par- 
ticularly on the political front across the 
whole of the labour movement. Other 
issues are now being taken up, particularly 
industrial and economic issues, the cuts and 
so on. This is very healthy obviously but 
also means that there is less political space 
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for a specifically anti-racist, anti-Nazi 
movement to operate. And I don’t think it 
would be realistic or indeed politically cor- 
rect to expect the same kind of momentum 
to develop as developed in 77-79. What I 
think is necessary is a much more specific 
response on a number of fronts; the prin- 
cipal one for the ANL at this time is to com- 
bat the rise in the Nazi cult amongst kids. 


@ CARF: It seems clear that the big 
carnivals appealed to the young 
and that is exactly the area in 
which groups like the British 
Movement are now making 
greatest headway. What are your 
plans for the young, for football 
fans and people like that? 


Hain: The major priority over the next six 
months is to try to undermine the attraction 
that the BM especially has got for alienated 
kids, working class kids, who really have no 
prospect of jobs or any sort of future and 
have swung behind Nazis ideas. We are call- 
ing a Youth Against the Nazis Conference 
on February 28 and we are building for that 
over the next month. The aim will be to 
start moving in on the sort of music culture 
that they have developed around them, the 
groups that BM supporters are backing. We 
have to build up the Rock Against Racism 
gigs and intervene directly on the terraces in 
the way that was done for example in the 
Spurs Against the Nazis Campaign which 
was so successful at White Hart Lane. I 
watch Chelsea regularly but I don’t think 
that there is a strong Nazi group there with 


hundreds of Chelsea kids as members or ac- 
tive supporters of the NF or British Move- 
ment. There is a clear BM hardcore but 
there is then a group of people on the 
periphery who get drawn in. The question is 
to try to cut the ground from underneath 
that hard core so that they are no longer 
able to attract that periphery. 


@ CARF: And at a street level, at 
the grassroots, not just in foot- 
ball, how do you propose to fight 
fascism? 

Hain: I think that such a question needs a 
long answer. But the answer at this stage is 
that I and the ANL steering committee 
would like to see a revival of ANL local ac- 
tivity in co-operation with other anti-racist 
and anti-fascist groups. But you can’t fight 
at a local level without a permanent base in 
the labour movement. 


@ CARF: But don’t you think that 
there is also a reluctance to work 
locally — especially on anti- 
racist issues because it is much 
harder, is slower, undramatic 
and demands a daily commit- 
ment whereas a carnival, a demo, 
a confrontation, are easier things 
to do and are more immediately 
satisfying? That is something 
that has worried CARF for some 
time and we have seen many of 
our CARF campaigns collapse. 
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Hain: I doubt whether they would have col- 
lapsed or run down because of the ANL’s 
activity. I think if there was going to be a 
run down there would have been one 
anyway. I don’t believe that a long-term 
anti-racist struggle at the local level or the 
workplace level, is viable except by some 
sort of permanent link into the trade union 
and labour movement in its broadest sense. 
Because I believe the experience of pressure 
group politics and community action locally 
as indeed nationally, is that they are able to 
generate a great deal of activity and support 
and rally a movement behind them for 
relatively short periods of time during 
which they are often able to achieve suc- 
cesses that conventional political means 
wouldn’t have been able to. But I don’t 
think in the end that these can be the long 
term solutions. So let’s deal with the 
emergency job of actually confronting the 
Nazis and their organisations and stopping 
them from building. Yes, carnivals etc. are 
transient events but they did and ANL still 
does provide a means of rallying new con- 
stituencies of people worried about racism 
and race violence. The task then is to ac- 
tually move them beyond carnivals into 
much broader political activity. 

The lack of stability of ANL’s base was 
predicable from the start for you can’t sus- 
tain a single issue based campaign, which is 
what anti-racism essentially is. We have to 
find the blend of imaginative campaigning 
geared to activity and action on the one 
hand, and link it on the other hand to the 
enduring, solid base of the labour move- 
ment which will give it some long-term 
roots. And this doesn’t mean we solely 
orientate ourselves to existing institutions 
of the labour movement — that would be a 
mistake, for an endless round of labour- 
movement-introverted meetings and in- 
itiatives which don’t involve activity outside 
in the community can create a stifling 
political atmosphere. 


@ CARF: We believe that though 
groups like the BM and NF take 
a national socialist line in their 
literature — that is they have a 
‘sophisticated’ fascist ideology 
— in practice they recruit on the 
very simple basis of being anti- 
black. And therefore it is essen- 
tial to attack their recruiting 
ground — racism. Do you agree? 


Hain: It’s more to do with the nature of 
political organisation than the nature of 
your political perspective as to whether you 
take the anti-Nazi, or the broader anti- 
racist position first. The distinction is about 
what is possible organisationally and 
politically. I believe that in the end it has to 
be an anti-racist struggle moving beyond an 
anti-Nazi one . But it’s a question of where 
your point of entry is into that struggle. For 
example, in all the meetings that I have 
spoken at on behalf of the ANL, I wouid 
always start off by exposing the Nazi 
credentials of the NF (and now increasingly 
of the BM), and then go on to set it in some 
kind of political context and talk of the 
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general problems of racism and immediate 
issues like immigration controls. 


e CARF: Do you think the ANL 
can take up more issues of in- 
stituionalised racisms such as im- 
migration controls, racism in the 
police, the courts and racial 
harassment in general? 


Hain: The point being raised is important 
— does the anti-Nazi movement just stop at 
labelling people as Nazis or do you make 
the transition to a much more anti-racist 
consciousness? It goes without saying that I 
would like to do the latter, but I also think 
it is a difficult job. And I don’t know that 
one can do it without connecting to a much 
broader political and economic struggle. 
There is a feeling instilled by the media 
amongst others, that there isn’t a great deal 
of alternative to what is being done at the 
present time. And that is fertile ground for 
scapegoat politics. The posing of general 
progressive (or socialist alternatives) will in- 
creasingly be necessary as unemployment 
rises and the issue becomes more and more 
even than now one of British jobs for 
British workers. 


@ CARF: What we meant was that 
since the ‘earlier ANL’, we have 
had Thatcher ‘‘putting on NF 
clothing’’, so to speak, and to a 
much greater degree making 
racism respectable and we feel 
that the ANL has never really 
coped with that. 

Hain: | think you may be right but I’m not 

sure that the ANL as such is capable of cop- 

ing with that. I think the broader socialist 
movement is the only one capable of coping 
with that in any serious political terms. 

What we did do, however, after Thatcher’s 

World in Action Programme and subse- 

quent lurch into overt racist policies, was to 

change our leaflets, and start talking more 
about nailing lies on immigration. 


@ CARF: You must also have to 
continually weigh up how to 
maintain the broad front that the 
ANL is. Does it worry you that

Hain: No, it doesn’t really because the 
vulnerability of the breadth of our base has 
more to do with action and particularly 
street confrontations and militant styles of 
protest. The issue of community self- 
defence is one which would undoubtedly in- 
jure the breadth of support. But there are 
no signs yet that taking up aspects of in- 
stitutionalised racism would injure the sup- 
port. 

In fact we are hoping to broaden the 
basis of our support this time. One of the 
main planks of the relaunching process has 
been to emphasise the growing problem and 
threat of anti-Semitism, attacks on 
synagogues and Jewish people, I hope it will 
be possible to build a much greater unity 
with the Jewish community through the 
ANL than was possible in 77-79. 


e@ CARF: Would you see the ANL 
or something similar continuing 
now as long as the current reces- 
sion lasts? 


Hain: The ANL ought to exist in its relaun- 
ched form as long as there is a demand for 
it. The ANL campaign wound down after 
the general election, not because some cen- 
tral decision was taken, but because the 
level of activity and priorities of activists 
changed. The Nazis, especially in the NF 
were thrown into disarray. The ANL is an 
organisation which reacts to the level of 
fascist and Nazi activity pre-eminently. 


@ CARF: Are there going to be any 
organisational changes in the 
ANL? 


Hain: I think it depends to a large extent on 
the level of activity that takes place but one 
of the projects that is being discussed is a 
more regular newsletter/paper. And 
sometime this year will see a reconvening of 
the ANL National Conference to decide on 
future policy. After all in the last eighteen 
months we’ve been following the policy set 
down in July 1979.

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REPATRIATION — 
THE SOUTHALL WAY 


AT least one Tory-controlled borough is now telling its black population to get 
out and go somewhere else if they want decent housing. Councillor Wood, Eal- 
ing’s spokesperson on housing said precisely this on London Weekend Televi- 
sion’s SKIN programme in November 1980. After admitting that Southall was an 
area of acute housing shortage, and that even before Michael Heseltine’s freeze 
on new building there were no plans to build new houses in Southall, he said: 


“‘People in Southall will either have to put up with poor conditions . . . or they 


will have to move elsewhere.’’ 


For years Ealing Borough Council has 
had a bi-partisan policy of neglect of 
Southall’s housing problem — a problem 
recognised as acute since the mid-sixties. 
One excuse has been that there is not 
enough space to build on. Yet the borough 
as a whole has nine golf courses, of which 
the largest spreads through Southall almost 
from its centre to its border — and there are 
plans afoot to create a tenth course from 
council-owned land. Another excuse is ‘‘the 
cuts’? — pleaded since the late seventies. 
But Ealing BC has consistently underspent 
its grant allocation from central govern- 
ment — by 30% in 1978-9, by 15% in 
1979-80. And the amount asked for from 
central government is puny; in 1980-1 Eal- 
ing asked for £19m for housing, while Har- 
ingey (a London borough with comparable 
problems) asked for £47m. 

In parallel with and complementing this 
policy of neglect, Ealing BC has pursued 
the policy of ‘keeping the rates down’’. 
Rates were reduced in 1977-8 and 1978-9 
and held steady in 1979-80. 1980-81 has 
seen another decrease. Allowing for infla- 
tion, ratepayers are now paying a fraction 
of the 1976 rate; Ealing’s rates are among 
the lowest in the country. The Labour 
group’s spokesperson on housing made no 


Dear Editor, 

A few months ago, applying to join the local 
council’s housing waiting list, I was shocked to 
receive, along with the ordinary application 
form, another form, headed ‘Race’. On this I 
was expected to place myself in categories headed 
‘White’, ‘Black’, ‘Asian’, etc. Seeing that I had 
not completed this form, a council clerk told me 
it was compulsory to do so. I have refused to 
complete it, and told the housing clerks that I do 
not believe in such things. 

Soon after the incident I wrote to the housing 
department to invite them to explain the purpose 
of collecing such ‘Racial’ information, as I could 
not see what relevance it had to a person’s hous- 
ing needs or entitlement. So far, they have not 
even bothered to acknowledge my letter, and 
since some time has passed I feel justified in 
making the issue public. 

In my view, the council are guilty of accepting 
and encouraging racism by using such forms. 
The categories used are racist, and anyone 
susceptible to prejudice and ignorant on such 
matters is bound to be encouraged to think in

bones about the Council’s reasoning. ‘‘The 
citizenry as a whole would have reacted to a 
rates increase confined merely to dealing 
with a severe problem in housing’’, he said. 
In a borough whose most severe housing 
problems are in Southall, this means simply 
that the whites wouldn’t like it if we spent 
the rates on blacks. 

Meanwhile thousands of Asian families, 
on the waiting list for years and sometimes 
living 6 or 8 to a room in insecure private 
rented accommodation, have no hope of 
being rehoused. Even those recognised as 
urgent cases for reasons of health or gross 
overcrowding will have to wait indefinitely. 
The council is now only rehousing those to 
whom it owes a statutory, i.e. enforceable 
duty, under the Housing (Homeless Per- 
sons) Act. Even here it tries to evade its du- 
ty when it comes to black applicants. An In- 
dian man with two children, evicted from 
private accommodation, has been refused 
rehousing by the Homeless Persons Unit of 
the Housing Department on the grounds 
that he has a part-share in a house in India, 
and so is intentionally homeless. He has liv- 
ed in this country since 1951. Ealing is being 
taken to court over this decision. 

A campaign has been mounted against 
the Council’s housing policies in Southall. 


racial terms, seeing they are apparently endorsed 
by the local authority as being of some impor- 
tance. 

At the same time, the form is offensive to 
those of us who do not accept that people are to 
be categorised in this way; and could well be per- 
sonally insulting and distressing to many people. 
For instance, I have several friends who are of 
mixed origins, who grew up in a multi-racial 
areas Of Liverpool and do not regard themselves 
as belonging to any distinct ‘Race’; but if they ar- 
rived at the housing office here would suddenly 
be confronted with the demand to categorise 
themselves. (Perhaps they should use the space 
indicated for ‘Other’, and inscribe themseves as 
‘Scouse’, since this is the only category they have 
ever been used to!) 

Whatever the local authority’s intentions — 
and they have not bothered to reply to my query, 
so I cannot say — the use of racial categories in 
official documents is a concession to racism. I 
always understood that such categories had no 
legal standing except in racist systems, e.g. the 
Nuremburg laws or South African Apartheid. 
Once a precedent is set, who is to say that collec- 
ting such information shouldn’t become more 
widespread, and categories like ‘Aryan’, ‘Non- 
Aryan’ etc. introduced? Also, what guarantees 
are there against abuse of the information 
presently collected, and who has access to it? 

I would be interested in other readers’ com- 
ments.

Review of 
‘fishing 


A week-long picket outside the Homeless 
Persons Unit protested at the callous 
disregard shown to the desperate situation 
of Southall’s families. For the Tories have 
pushed the policy of neglect a stage further, 
into a strategy calculated to drive black 
people out of the area altogether. This is in 
line with hard-line Tory thinking on ‘induc- 
ed repatriation’ many of whose manifesta- 
tions have been reported in these pages over 
the past year. On April 23, 1979 Martin 
Webster talked of ‘‘razing Southall to the 
ground and replacing’ it by a peaceful 
English hamlet’’. For the Ealing Tories, the 
means might be different but the projected 
end, that of driving blacks out of the 
borough in search of housing, is essentially 
the same. 


raids’ 

AFTER three mass fishing expeditions’ by police 
and immigration officers in London last year the 
Home Office announced that the procedures 
would be reviewed. This review followed raids at 
the Hilton Hotel (May), the Main Gas appliance 
factory (June), and the warehouse of the Asian- 
owned Bestways shopping chain (May) when all 
the black workers were taken off to police sta- 
tions for questioning. Nearly all those detained 
were released, though some were charged wwith 
unspecified offences. In October, Timothy 
Raison, the Minister of State at the Home Of- 
fice, told Gillingham Community Relations 
Council that such raids could have an ‘‘adverse 
effect... on race relations if they are not handl- 
ed with the greatest sensitivity’. 

Yet at the end of November the police started 
to carry out a series of raids on London hotels, 
including the Grosvenor House, Waldorf and 
Carlton Tower, questioning over 300 Filipinos 
about their status. Many of the hotel’s staff went 
into hiding, feaful of sudden deportation. ‘‘ They 
tell you to give your passport over but won’t give 
it back to you until you leave the country.’’ One 
waiter from St. James Hotel was told to pick up 
his passport at Heathrow’’ (Time Out 12.12.80.) 

Just a few days later William Whitelaw, the 
Home Secretary, told parliament that the pro- 
mised review had been completed and that in 
future the Metropolitan Police agreed that 
‘‘every effort should be made before an opera- 
tion takes place to identify those people who are 
suspected of committing immigration offences, 
in order to minimise the risk of arresting inno- 
cent people’ (Hansard, 12.12.80). This unen- 
forceable assurance is unlikely to allay peoples’ 
fears. A former Labour Minister of State at the 
Home Office., Brynmor John, has said that hav- 
ing checked his Home Office files it was clear 
that the 1971 Immigration Act was now being in- 
terpreted in a different way from before. When 
in government he had been advised that warrants 
issued under the Act could only be executed on a 
named individual. The warrants issued for the 
raids at the Hilton Hotel, Bestways and the Main 
Gas factory had not named any suspected in- 
dividuals. And Whitelaw’s statement can only be 
taken to mean that the policy of issuing ‘open’ 
warrants will be continued. The police and im- 
migration officials will however make ‘every ef- 
fort’, the police community liaison officers will 
be consulted, and inquiries will be conducted ‘‘as 
a matter of urgency to reduce to a minimum any 
period of detention’ (op.cit.).

RACIAL VIOLENCE 


ISLINGTON 


Police, community workers, councillors and 
priests in Islington are meeting to discuss how to 
combat racist attacks by skinheads. Attacks on 
Asians, stabbings, harassment of school 
children, stonethrowing have led to fears on the 
York Way Court estate that neo-Nazi organisa- 
tions are selecting teenagers to promote violence 
against black people. (Guardian 8.12.80.) 


STRATFORD 


A Jamaican who suffered years of racial taunts 
and harassment from his neighbours finally 
smashed their windows after he saw them knock 
over his young nephew. The magistrate accepted 
his defence of prolonged racial harassment and 
granted him a conditional discharge. (Newham 
Recorder 4.12.80.) 


IPSWICH 


Police have reported 12 children aged 10-14 years 
for alleged offences of criminal damage follow- 
ing attacks on the homes of four Bangladeshi 
families on an Ipswich council estate. (East 
Anglian Daily Times 2.12.80.) 


SALFORD 


People in the Clarendon area of Salford are be- 
ing terrorised by groups of up to 15 youths who 
march and chant racist songs and daub Nazi 
slogans. The NF has been increasing its recruit- 
ment in Salford and other fringe groups like the 
New National Front and British Movement are 
emerging. (Salford City Reporter 28.11.80.) 


BRIXTON 


A mob of 150 youths smashed windows and a 
door to break up a meeting of the Brixton-based 
Fight Racism Group in Clapham Manor baths. 
(South London Press 5.12.80.) 


ALDERSHOT 


Two Pakistani families in Aldershot have 
become the victims of racist terror attacks. Their 
cars, homes and shop have been sprayed and 
daubed with NF. The police are investigating. 
(Camberley News 21.11.80.) 


HAREFIELD 


Racially motivated vandalism in Harefield has 
prompted 700 people to sign a petition asking for 
police action. Mr Amin has had the glass window 
of his shop broken 6 times in 13 weeks, and graf- 
fiti daubed on his shop front. Villagers are pro- 
testing at the racial prejudice. (Middlesex Adver- 
tiser & Gazette 4.12.80.) 


SOUTH LONDON 


NF members in South London have launched a 
campaign of harassment against left-wing, anti- 
racist and anti-nuclear campaigners. A list of 
names, addresses and phone numbers have been 


published in South London News. Excrement 
and threatening messages have been sent to those 
on the list. (Guardian 6.12.80.) 


LIVERPOOL 


Race attacks in Liverpool are on the increase — 
individuals have been attacked, properties have 
been vandalised, literature from the British 
Movement is circulating in the city (and its 
schools). Politicians, local officers, police and 
church representatives have met to discuss the 
issue. (Liverpool Echo 4.12.80.) 


HACKNEY 


Black traders in London’s Ridley Road Market 
are discussing setting up a vigilante group follow- 
ing a series of racist attacks on black businesses 
— fire bombings, burglaries, Nazi and BM daub- 
ings. They criticise the police for being so slow to 
act. A year ago a black stall holder was complete- 
ly burnt out and he is still waiting for police ac- 
tion. (Westindian World 21.12.80.) 


WATFORD 


Skinhead gangs are running riot on Merdien 
Estate at Garston near Watford causing public 
disorder, vandalism and inciting racialism. 
Residents admit to being afraid to speak out for 
fear of reprisals. (Evening Post & Echo 
22.11.80.) 


IMMIGRATION 


NEW CAMPAIGN 


The Action Group on Immigration and Na- 
tionality has launched a campaign to petition the 
government to set up a Royal Commission on the 
effects of migration to the UK. (Morning Star 
11.12.80.) 


DEPORTATION PROTEST 


The Migrants’ Action Group organised a march 
of Filipinos and British trade unionists on 7 
December to protest at the government’s policy 
of deporting Filipino domestic workers. (Morn- 
ing Star 8.12.80.) 


MEDICAL CHECKS 


The Home Secretary has published the report of 
the chief medical officer of the DHSS and re- 
jected the recommendation that dependants and 
spouses should undergo health tests prior to 
coming to UK. But he has not rules out extending 
medical checks to other categories of ‘im- 
migrant’ nor prevented the use of X-ray tests on 
children. (Times 16.12.80.) 


BLACK PRISONERS 


STEVE THOMPSON PROTEST 


Black organisations are campaigning to free 
Steve Thompson who was committed to Ramp- 
ton days before his expected release from prison. 
The Black Prisoners’ Welfare Scheme believes he 
was committed because of his Rastafarian 
religion and reputation as a militant. Parallels 
are being drawn with his treatment and that of 
Richard ‘Cartoon’ Campbell who died in 
custody after being diagnosed as schizophrenic. 
(Guardian 31.12.80.) 

This is the second time that Steve Thompson 
had been sent to Rampton. The first time (winter

’79-’80) he was transferred back to Gartree 
prison after protests and demonstrations from 
family, friends and the black community and 
after an independent, fully qualified, psychiatrist 
reported that there was no evidence of the 
‘schizophrenia’ the prison authorities claimed

RICHARD CAMPBELL ENQUIRY 


Battersea and Wandsworth Trades Council have 
held an unofficial enquiry into the death of 
Richard ‘Cartoon’ Campbell in a remand centre. 
The report will be published early in 1981. (Guar- 
dian 12.12.80.) 


RICHARD MAULL DEATH 


Richard Maull, who served part of a sentence for 
allegedly hitting a policeman with a bottle during 
the the Grunwick dispute, and was later released 
on appeal, has been found dead. His body was 
found in a Victoria Street on October 18 but was 
only identified when he was reported missing 
before Christmas. An inquest is scheduled for 
January 7. (Finchley Times 25.12.80.) 


ON THE CAMPUS 


In a speech to the NUS conference at Margate, 
the ANL national organiser warned that fascist 
groups were infiltrating technical colleges, Ox- 
ford, Cambridge, Essex and Kent universities. 
(Morning Star 8.12.80.) 

Sheffield’s student leaders are concerned at 
possible increased activity on campuses by the 
British Movement. This follows attacks on 
overseas students in Sheffield’s London Road 
area. Following attacks at the City Polytechnic, 
skinhead youths have been banned. The Univer- 
sity President said that British Movement 
literature had also been distributed on the univer- 
sity premises. (The Star 28.11.80.) 

North Staffordshire Polytechnic students’ 
union has lifted its ban on racist and fascist 
organisations. According to a spokesperson, this 
was for ‘‘the principle of free speech’’. (Evening 
Sentinel 3.12.80.) 

Overseas student enrolments at public sector 
colleges and institutions may be down by nearly 
half this year according to a survey by UKCOSA. 
(Times Educational Supplement 28.11.80.) 


‘REASONABLE FORCE’ 


Steven Skidmore, who held down David Gordon 
after seeing him steal a purse, was cleared at a 
Birmingham inquest of being responsible for 
death by asphyxiation caused by pressure on the 
neck. The coroner said that anyone was entitled 
to use reasonable force . . . in assisting the ap- 
prehension of an offender. (Times 12.12.80.) 


‘SUS’ TO EUROPEAN COURT 


Thirty-five cases which allege that the ‘Sus’ law 
breaks the European Convention on Human 
Rights are being lodged against the British 
Government at Strasbourg. The cases are being 
taken despite the Government’s intention to 
repeal ‘Sus’ because as a NCCL spokesperson 
said, no one knows what it will be replaced by. 
(Times 8.12.80). 


EALING GRANT CUT 


Ruling Tories on Ealing Council want to cut the 
£22,000 grant to the local community relations 
council because they say it is ‘anti-police and 
anti-authority’. The Leader has also alleged com- 
plaints about the CRC and that its finances are in 
a mess. Andy Housley, principal community 
relations officer rejected the allegations, ‘“The 
Leader is implying that anyone working in race 
relations has no right to be critical of the police 


‘or anyone in authority’. (Morning Star 3.12.80.) 
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
